THE  AREA 

1.- — Services  provided  by  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

(a)  GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

The  District  Infirmary  and  the  Lake  Hospital,  Ashton- 
underTyne,  are  both  controlled  and  administered  by  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  acting  through  their 
Ashton,  Hyde  and  Glossop  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Both  hospitals  admit  medical  and  surgical  cases;  the 
District  Infirmary  have  an  out-patient  department  and  the  Lake 
Hospital  provide,  through  their  Maternity  Department, 
maternity  beds  and  an  ante-natal  clinic. 

(b)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Hyde  Isolation  Hospital  and  Westhulme  (Oldham) 
Isolation  Hospital  continue  to  take  the  majority  of  Limehurst 
cases  which  require  to  be  isolated. 
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Smallpox.  The  Regional  Board  would  indicate  which  of 
their  Smallpox  Hospitals  would  be  used  in  the  event  of  a  case 
occurring.  * 

(c)  TUBERCULOSIS  SERVICES. 

The  T  B.  Dispensary,  Lees  Street,  is  now  administered  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  though  certain  aspects  of  this 
work,  more  particularly  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  cases  and 
contacts,  come  within  the  domain  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority’s  Medical  Officers  (the  Divisional  Medical  Officers 
for  Health  Divisions  Nos.  14  and  17).

WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  SEWERAGE 

3,193  houses  are  supplied  by  public  mams  and  have  a  tap 
inside  the  house. 

During  1945/46,  two  small  schemes  to  supply  Towns 
water  supply  to  40  houses,  including  three  milk  producing 
farms  were  prepared;  the  laying  of  mains  has  now  been  com¬ 
pleted  on  one  scheme  and  two-thirds  of  the  mams  have  been 
laid  on  the  second  scheme.  27  houses  including  three  milk 
producing  farms  have  still  to  be  connected  to  the  mains;  with 
reference  to  the  milk  producing  farms,  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  and  Fisheries  now  have  this  work  in  hand. 

Two  parishes  (Waterloo  and  Bardsley,  2010  houses)  are 
sewered,  the  parishes  of  Littlemoss  and  Woodhouses  are 
partially  sewered  by  neighbouring  authorities,  namely,  County 
Borough  of  Oldham  and  the  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne 
These  sewers  are  primarily  serving  these  Authorities’  overspill 
housing  schemes.  The  parish  of  Alt  is  without  public  sewer. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  parishes  of  Alt,  Littlemoss 
and  Woodhouses  which  are  not  served  by  a  public  sewer  is 
708.

The  586  pail  closets  are  remote  from  the  public  sewer  and 
the  question  of  conversion  will  remain  in  abeyance  until  such 
times  as  sewerage  facilities  are  provided  to  these  parts  of  the 
District. 

With  reference  to  the  457  waste-water  closets  in  the 
District,  it  is  generally  agreed  that  this  type  of  convenience 
should  be  abolished  and  replaced  by  fresh-water  closets. 

The  closet  accommodation  for  2,758  houses  is  on  the 
water-carriage  system. 

The  number  of  dustbins  now  to  be  emptied  in  the  whole 
District  is  2,947  as  against  171  in  1922. 

On  the  1st  April,  1949,  the  Council  inaugurated  a  system 
oi  maintaining  and  renewing  dustbins  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  reception  of  house  refuse  throughout  the  District,  the  cost 
thereof  to  be  charged  to  General  Rate  Fund.

Lfmehurst  Council  Building  Programme 

The  number  of  houses  erected  by  the  Council  in  1950  was 
20,  bringing  the  total  of  post-war  houses  now  tenanted  to  138. 
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In  course  of  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  a 
further  28  houses  and  a  further  12  are  planned  to  follow 
immediately  on  this  programme.  i 

The  total  number  of  Council  houses  in  the  area  is  now 

200. 

Building  Control 

The  number  of  applications  for  the  erection  and  alteration 
of  buildings  dealt  with  during  the  year  under  Bye-Laws  and 
Town  Planning  Regulations  was  103. 

Of  the  above  plans,  six  were  for  the  provision  of 
bathrooms  and  improved  sanitary  accommodation. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Dispoal 

Waterloo.  During  the  year  commencement  has  been  made  on 
a  scheme  to  completely  modernise  and  extend  the 
Waterloo  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  bring  this  to 
present  day  standard  requirements,  and  to  include 
provision  for  over  350  additional  houses  to  be 
erected  by  Ashton  Corporation  in  the  Littlemoss 
area  and  for  the  total  eventual  development  of 
Waterloo. 

This  is  a  major  scheme  and  is  being  dealt  with  as  a 
matter  of  urgency. 

Alt.  Regarding  two  schemes  for  sewers  in  the  Parish  of 

Alt,  the  Ministry  of  Health  refused  sanction  to 
proceed  at  the  present  time. 

Sanction  was,  however,  given  to  a  modified  scheme 
at  Rhodes  Hill,  which  will  sewer  approximately  24 
houses  and  it  is  planned  to  commence  this  work  as 
soon  as  the  necessary  agreement  is  obtained  from 
Lees  Urban  District  Council. 

Refuse  Removal — Cleansing 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year  on  a  fortnightly  basis— the  number  of 
dustbins  to  be  dealt  with  now  being  2947. 

Pail  closets,  of  which  there  are  486,  are  dealt  with  weekly. 

The  extension  of  the  culvert  at  Waterloo  Refuse  tip  has 
been  completed  and  tipping  again  made  available  for  several 
years.  With  more  space  available  a  more  efficient  working 
control  can  be  carried  out. 

Private  Streets 

During  the  year  five  private  streets,  which  were  previously 
unmade,  and  in  a  dangerous  condition,  have  been  taken  over 
by  the  Highway  Authority.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES,  MEAT  AND  FOOD 

INSPECTION 

No  public  slaughterhouse  is  established  in  the  District. 
There  are  four  private  slaughterhouses,  one  in  Bardsley  and 
three  in  Waterloo. 

In  January,  1940,  private  slaughtering  ceased,  all 
slaughtering  being  subject  to  Government  control  from  this 
da^e.  No  Government  slaughterhouse  was  established  in 
Limehurst. 

During  the  year  one  private  slaughterhouse  has  been 
redicensed  for  the  slaughter  of  horses  for  human  consumption. 
The  premises  closed  down  and  slaughtering  ceased  on  31st 
July,  1950.  The  number  of  horses  slaughtered  for  the  period 
ending  3  1st  July,  1950,  was  217. 
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The  following  horseflesh  has  been  found  unfit  for  human 
consumption: 

297  lbs.  of  carcase  meat. 

27  livers.

The  District  Council  is  responsible  for  the  granting  of 
dealers’  and  supplementary  licences  for  heat-treated  milk  and 
those  m  respect  of  raw  designated  milk. 

The  County  Council  as  a  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  is 
responsible  for  the  licensing  of  plant  and  premises  for  the  heat 
treatment  of  milk,  i.e.  pasteurisers’  and  sterilizers’  licences. 
“  Sterilised  ”  milk  is  a  new  designation. 

The  regulations  do  not  disturb  the  responsibility  of  Local 
Authorities  regarding  the  infection  of  milk  with  tuberculosis.

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 — Section  15 — Handling,  Wrapping 

and  Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air. 

On  the  27th  October,  1949,  the  Minister  of  Food  issued 
Model  Bye-Laws  Series  1  in  lieu  of  the  Model  Bye-Laws 
Series  XXIX,  issued  1939. 

The  District  Council  requested  confirmation  of  the  Model 
Bye-Laws  Series  1  in  their  entirety.  On  the  24th  March,  1950, 
the  Bye-Laws  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Food  and 
became  operative  in  this  District  on  the  23rd  April,  1950.  The 
new  Bye-Laws  give  much  wider  powers  for  the  storage, 
handling,  wrapping,  delivery  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air; 
the  Bye-Laws  apply  generally  to  all  branches  of  the  food  trade. 

In  order  to  obtain  uniformity  in  the  administration  of  the 
Bye-Laws  in  the  area,  joint  meetings  of  local  Sanitary  Inspectors 
from  neighbouring  Authorities  are  held  at  frequent  intervals  to 
prepare  Codes  of  Practice  and  to  discuss  contentious  matters 
which  arise  from  time  to  time. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

All  but  28  houses  in  the  Rural  District  are  supplied  from 
public  mains,  the  majority  from  the  mains  of  Ashton-under- 
Lyne,  Dukinfield,  Stalybridge  and  District  Waterworks,  whilst 
a  small  number  are  fed  from  the  Oldham  Corporation  Water- 
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works  mam.  The  water  from  both  these  sources  is  satisfactory 
m  both  quantity  and  quality.  No  bacteriological  or  chemical 
examinations  have  been  made  by  the  Rural  District  during  the 
year,  such  examination  being  made  by  the  Undertakers.  There 
has  been  no  evidence  of  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  from  standpipes  is  nil. 

The  population  supplied  direct  from  public  mains  is 
estimated  at  8,965. 

HOUSING  AND  OVERCROWDING 

The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  the  District  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  3,221,  mostly  of  the  low-rented  type 
and  containing  two  bedrooms. 

267  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  a  full 
report  of  which  can  be  found  in  the  Surveyor’s  section  of  the 
report. 

22  applicants  from  the  housing  register  have  been 
rehoused,  the  majority  of  the  occupants  having  been  in 
lodgings.  It  has  also  been  possible  to  rehouse  a  few  applicants 
who  have  been  tenants  of  old  houses  and  the  families  so  large 
that  separation  of  sexes  in  bedrooms  has  been  impossible.  A 
few  cases  of  sufferers  from  T.B.,  especially  phthisis,  have  also 
been  rehoused. 

During  the  year  68  new  applications  for  tenancy  of  your 
Council  houses  were  received  from  people  living  in  lodgings, 
and  1  3  applications  from  people  who  are  tenants.  The  total 
number  of  applicants  under  these  two  categories  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  161;  the  grand  total  of  applicants 
in  all  categories  on  the  housing  register  at  the  year  end  was 
256,  and  47  of  the  256  had  no  residential  or  priority 
qualification. 

All  applications  from  lodgers  with  or  without  children, 
and  tenants  with  three  or  more  children  who  applied  for  a 
council  house  prior  to  1949  have  been  housed. 

In  addition  to  these  figures  and  in  accordance  with  an 
agreement  between  the  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne  and 
the  District  Council  concerning  overspill  housing  in  the  rural 
area,  the  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne  has  housed  20  appli¬ 
cants  from  the  District  Council’s  housing  register.  This 
additional  assistance  is  very  much  appreciated  by  the  Rural 
District  Council’s  Public  Health  Department. 
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SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


Visits  have  been  made  to  shops  in  the  District,  and  in  the 
main  these  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory;  no  action  was 
necessary  with  regard  to  offices. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Since  February,  1949,  the  Council  has  been  responsible 
for  the  work  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1949; 
these  powers  were  delegated  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council.  These  powers  were  repealed  under  the  Prevention  of 
Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  and  on  the  31st  March,  1950,  the 
District  Council  became  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
more  comprehensive  duties  under  the  Pests  Act. 

The  Council  has  one  trained  Rodent  Operative  on  a  part' 
time  basis,  and  the  work  is  supervised  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

During  the  year  a  survey  of  all  surface  property,  rivers, 
canals  and  streams  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
guidance  given  by  the  Rodent  Division,  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries. 

No  reservoir  infestations  of  rodents  were  found,  but  a  few 
cases  of  minor  infestations  have  been  dealt  with.  All  infesta¬ 
tions  found  on  domestic  premises  have  been  dealt  with  free  of 
cost.  All  cases  found  in  industrial  and  commercial  premises 
were  dealt  with  and  costs  recovered  from  the  persons 
responsible. 

Your  sewage  works  and  tips  at  Bardsley  and  Waterloo 
have  received  routine  attention,  also  the  small  sewage  disposal 
unit  at  Littlemoss,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  keep  the  rodent 
population  under  control. 

With  reference  to  rodent  infestations  found  on  the  farms, 
etc.,  the  assistance  of  the  Lancashire  Agricultural  Committee, 
Rodent  Infestation  Department,  was  obtained,  and  in  all  cases 
of  notification  to  this  Authority  good  co-operation  was  obtained 
and  on  the  whole  the  farmers  are  well  satisfied  with  the  results.

The  Council's  Sewage  Works  and  Tips  have  been  reason 
ably  free  from  crickets  and  other  pests.  During  the  summer 
months,  weekly  spraying  of  tip  face  by  insecticide  was 
maintained. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

During  the  year,  33  half-hourly  observations  were  taken  of 
smoke  emissions  from  agricultural  and  industrial  undertakings 
within  the  Rural  District.  Four  letters  of  warning  were  sent  to 
occupiers  of  industrial  premises  and  informal  action  resulted  in 
one  factory  chimney  being  given  an  increased  height  of  24 
feet.
